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BEIRUT, Lebanon (AP) _ Israel and Hezbollah exchanged 
hundreds of prisoners in a German-brokered deal Thursday but 
just as the swap was being completed the guerrillas suggested they 
could capture more Israelis and Israel warned of dire 
consequences if its soldiers are targeted. 

In the swap, Israel freed 400 Palestinians prisoners in the 
West Bank and Gaza and 30 other Arabs, including 23 Lebanese. 
Lebanon on Friday was to receive the remains of 60 guerrillas on 
the border with Israel, completing the first stage of the deal. 

While the former Lebanese prisoners arrived home to a 
hero s welcome by jubilant throngs, confident guerrilla comrades 
and a supportive government, it was a sobering return to Israel of 
three soldiers remains and an Israeli businessman who was 
whisked off for interrogation. 

Showered in rose petals and rice, the newly released Lebanese 
prisoners received a red carpet welcome at Beirut airport and 
tearfully greeted relatives before driving off to a massive 
Hezbollah party. Tens of thousands of joyous Lebanese, many of 
them Hezbollah supporters, lined the airport highway, cheering and 
waving flags, and packed a hall where Hezbollah leader Sheik 
Hassan Nasrallah addressed the crowds. 
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The prisoner exchange boosts the regional standing of 
Hezbollah because of its success in freeing Palestinian prisoners 
and extracting concessions from Israel. Hezbollah, which the 
United States considers a terror group, warned it would carry out 
more kidnappings, if necessary. 

With the freed prisoners next to him, Nasrallah warned that 
his guerrillas could resort anew to capturing Israelis to trade them 
for three Lebanese he said were still held by Israel. 

Turning to a huge poster of a guerrilla ambush in 2000 in 
which three Israeli soldiers whose bodies were exchanged 
Thursday, Nasrallah said: "This is a choice." 

He went on to say that Hezbollah guerrillas were heavy- 
handed when they killed three Israeli soldiers dead. "I pledge to 
you that, next time, they will bring them alive," he added. 

In Israel, Prime Minister Ariel Sharon spoke at a memorial 
service in front of three caskets, covered with Israeli flags, and a 
woman sang mournfully in Hebrew. But he had a stern warning to 
Hezbollah against trying to seize Israeli soldiers. 

"Israel will not allow any enemy or terror group to turn 
kidnapping and ransom into a system. There are means we have not 
yet used. If, heaven forbid, the circumstances are changed, we will 
not hesitate to use them," he said. He did not elaborate on the 


means. 

Israeli businessman Elhanan Tannenbaum, a colonel in the 
Israeli army reserves who spent more than three years of captivity 
in Lebanon, had a short private reunion with his family at the 
airport in Israel before being taken for a medical checkup in police 
custody toa military base east of Tel Aviv. Tannenbaum was 
kidnapped reportedly while engaged in a shady business deal, and 
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there were concerns he also may have given state secrets to 
Hezbollah. 

The elaborate prisoner exchange process underlined the 
animosity between neighboring Lebanon and Israel, who remain at 
war. 

Separate planes departed Lebanon and Israel before dawn and 
taxied to the same hangar ina military airport near Cologne, 
Germany, where the swap took place. 

Israel released the Palestinians in the Palestinian territories, 
where jubilant relatives greeted them with cheers for Hezbollah. 

The remains of the 60 Lebanese guerrillas were handed over 
the International Committee of the Red Cross. On Friday, Lebanon 
will take delivery of the bodies, which were kept Thursday night in 
a border buffer zone in southern Lebanon. 

The prisoners freed Thursday included 21 Lebanese. 
Hezbollah 's television station, Al Manar, reported that one 
Lebanese wanted by authorities in Beirut opted to stay in Israel, 
while another Lebanese wanted in Beirut stayed in Germany to seek 

political asylum. 
| Also freed Thursday was a German convicted of spying for 
Hezbollah. He stayed in Germany. Besides the Lebanese and the 
Palestinians, seven other Arabs were freed and were resting ina 
hotel in Beirut, Hezbollah officials said. 

The homecoming reception Thursday in Beirut was filled with 
emotions. 

Sheik Abdel Karim Obeid, a Hezbollah leader and one of the 
most famous prisoners released, burst into tears as his children 
and other relatives mobbed him, hugging and kissing. The scene was 
repeated with other men, who met their loved ones at the airport 
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VIP lounge. 

"I feel like I'm born again," said Obeid, who was snatched by 
Israeli commandos from his south Lebanon house in 1989. 

“We hope for more victories and more liberation of prisoners, 
God willing," another famous ex-prisoner, guerrilla leader Mustafa 
Dirani, said earlier by phone from the German government plane 
that brought the prisoners to Lebanon. 

Israeli commandos kidnapped Dirani from his bed in an 
elaborate operation in 1994 deep inside Lebanon. 

The sides are to launch a second stage of the German- 
brokered deal, with Israel to receive concrete information on 
missing airman Ron Arad, within three months. In exchange, Israel 
would release Samir Kantar, a Lebanese militant who has been in an 
Israeli prison since 1979 for killing three Israelis. 

Nothing has been heard of the whereabouts or fate of Arad 
for years. His plane was shot down over Lebanon in 1986 and he was 
captured by Shiite guerrillas.

BAALBEK, Lebanon (AP) A Hezbollah guerrilla returned ta a 
hero’s welcome in his hometown in eastern Lebanon Monday night after 
his release several hours earlier from an Israeli jail where he 
spent iS years. 

Israel cited health reasons for the release of Mohammed Ali 
Barzawi, who was captured during a guerrilla attack on Israeli 
troops in southeastern Lebanon in Aipril 1987. 

Barzgawi was freed as a goodwill gesture to the Lebanese guerrilla 
group that seized three Israeli soldiers in October #000, according 
to Israeli military officials speaking on condition of anonymity. 

The Israeli army said Barzawi’s release was not part of any 


prisoner exchange deal with the Syrian and Iranian~backed Hezbollah. 

Rarzawi arrived to a tumultuous welcome in his hometown of 
Baalbek in eastern Lebanon’s Bekaa Valley. Israel released him in 
southern Lebanon. 

About SOO relatives and Hezbollah supporters gathered at 
Baalbek’s entrance to greet Barzawi with rice and rose pedals amid 
chants of “‘Allah Akbar,’’ or God is Great, and ‘Death to I¢rael.*’ 

Waving Lebanese and Hezbollah flags, the crowd Nailed Barzawi and 
other guerrillas still held in Israel for fighting Israeli troaps 
during their 1l&-year occupation of a border zone in southern Lebanon 
that ended in May 2O0o0o, 

BRrandishing a Kalashnikov assault rifle and wearing the 
traditional checkered Palettinian kiffeyeh, Barzawi was driven to 
the ancient city’s main square in a convertible jeep. 

Addressing about 3,000 people in a Baalbek public ¢quare, Barzawi 
said, ‘I thank God who brought me out of Israeli prisans and cells. 
I cannot describe to you what 15 happening in the (Israeli) Nafha 
prison. There is complete darkness in that prison.’’ 

Barzawi, 37, arrived from Israel in a two-vehicle convoy 
belonging to the International Committee of the Red Cross. The 
vehicles reached a Lebanese army checkpoint at the Lebanese border 
town of Nagoura at 4.15 p.m. (1315 GMT). , 

QOnee on Lebanese territory, Barzawi stepped out of the car and 
knelt down to kiss the ground and offer a prayer of thanks, 
witnesses said. 

A delegation of about 100 Hezbollah members, led by Sheik Nabil 
Kaouk, the group’s commander in south Lebanon, welcomed Barzawi. 

After embracing him, Kaouk put a wreath of flowers around 
Barzawi’s neck and handed him small Hezbollah and Palestinian flags. 

Flashing the V-for-victory sign, a smiling Barzawi waved to 
journalists before the convoy, led by an ICRC official, drove ta the 
southern town of Nabatiyeh, where he was greeted by his mother and 
r@latives with hugs and kisses. 

“*T am very happy with my freedom,’* Barzgawi said. However, he 
said he felt sad for the Lebanese and Palestinians still held 
prisoners in Israel, 

Israel says Barzawil was involved in an attack on an army base in 
1987 in which no Israelis were killed. 

Israel is negotiating with Hezbollah — through German mediators 
to try to get back the bodies of the three soldiers whoa were 
abducted while patrolling the Lebanese border. Hezbollah has also 
claimed responsibility for the abduction of reserve Lt. Col. Elhanan 
Tennenbaum. 

Hezbollah said it wants to exchange the Israelis for the release

The 
guerrillas have launched repeated attacks on Israeli troops in the 
Chebaa Farms area, including a series of hits on outposts on 
Wednesday. 

Tennenbaum was captured by Hezbollah under unclear circumstances. 
He was believed to have been lured to Beirut from Europe under false 
pretenses and then was taken prisoner. 

About a week before his capture, Hezbollah seized three Israeli 
soldiers in a guerrilla raid in the disputed Chebaa Farms area near 
the border in southern Lebanon. 

Hezbollah had captured the four in hopes of exchanging them for 
ig Lebanese prisoners still held by Israel. They include Lebanese 
guerrilla leaders Sheik Abdul-Karim Obeid and Mustafa Dirani, who 
were Kidnapped from Lebanon by Israeli commandos in 1989 and 1994 
respectively. The group also demanded the release of other Arab 
detainees 

Nasrallah has repeatedly said negotiations were underway for the 


trade of the four Israelis for Arab prisoners. But he has refused to 
Hive any information about the Israelis or say whether they were 
alive or dead. 
Hezbollah led a guerrilla war against the Israeli of

Israeli Defense Ministry spokesman Yarden Vatikay said Israel was 
not taking Hezbollah’s proposal seriauely. 

“They are just trying to confuse the situation, every day they 
have new nonsense. Hezbollah’s aim is to bother and antagonize, and 
Carry out attacks,’*’ Vatikay said. 

Hezbollah’s offer comes as efforts continue to end the fe-day 
standoff at Bethlehem’s Church of the Nativity, where more than £00 
Palestinians, including about 30 wanted militants, were surrounded 
by Israeli forces. 

Israel is also demanding that the Palestinian Authority hands 
over from Arafat’s compound four Palestinians charged with the 
assassination of Zeevi in October. Instead, the four suspects were 


put on trial in Arafat’s office in the West Bank town of Ramallah 
last week and sentenced to terms ranging from ane to 18 years. 
‘In view of the dangers surrounding the fate of the four 

brothers who are accused of killing the Zionist tourism minister and 
who are besieged in Ramallah as well as the fate of the brothers 
surrounded in the Church of the Nativity in Bethlehem and the 
failure of all efforts prapased to deal with those two caces, 
Hezbollah declares that it is ready to negotiate through any 
mediator possible to achieve the release of all those brothers and 
sOlve those two cases for good in return for whoever i185 agreed upon 
from the prisoners Hezbollah holds,’? the Hezbollah statement ¢aid. 

Hezbollah captured three Israeli soldiers in October 2000 in 
Chebaa Farms, a disputed area on Lebanon's border with Syria’s 
Israeli-occupied Golan Heights. Later that month, the group captured 
an Israeli businessman and reserve army colonel Elhanan Tennenbaum 
under unclear circumstances. 

Hezbollah had captured the four hoping to exchange them for 1a 
Lebanese prisoners held by Israel. The graup also demanded the 
release of other Arab detainees. 

Sunday’s Hezbollah statement did not mention the 13 Lebanese or 
the other Arabs. 

Earlier this month, Nasrallah offered to trade Tennenbaum for a 
Quarantee that Israel would spare the lives of about 100 Palestinian 
guerrillas then holding out in the West Bank refugee camp of Jenin. 
Israel never officially responded to the offer an Tennenbaum. Hours 
after the offer, Israeli soldiers took over Jenin and killed dozens 
af the gunmen Nasrallah had wanted spared. 

Since the Jewish state launched its military offensive against 
Palestinian towns in the West Bank March £29, Hezbollah has made it 
Clear it wants to help the Palestinians. Its guerrillas have 
launched repeated attacks on Israeli troops in Chebaa Farms, of 
which the latest was on Friday wounding four Israeli soldiers.

BETRUT, Lebanon (AP) — A prisoner swap with Israel is highly 
unlikely before Israel’s Feb. 6 elections because the Jewish state 
has not accepted Hezbollah’s demands for the release of Lebanese and 
Arab prisoners, Hezbollah’s deputy leader said Tuesday. 

Sheik Naim Kassem also renewed a threat made by Hezbollah’s 
HSecretary~-General Sheik Hassan Nasrallah last week to capture more 
Israeli soldiers — in addition to the four it seized last year — in 
order to step up pressure on Israel. 

In an interview with Lebanon’s state-run television station late 
Tuesday, Kassem said negotiations to secure the release of three 
Israeli soldiers and a retired army colonel were being undertaken by 
Germany and other mediators he did not name. 

“T rule out a breakthrough before the Israeli elections because 

the issue is complicated and the gap is wide,’’ Kassem said. 

The Iranian-backed Hezbollah, which led the war against Israel’s 
gccupatian of southern Lebanon, captured three Israeli soldiers in 
an ambush near the border in October. Later that month, the group 
announced it had lured a reserve army colonel whom they described as 
an intelligence agent into Beirut and captured hin. 

Hezbollah has offered to trade the four for an unspecified number 
of Lebanese and Arab prisoners held by Israel. 

Israeli Prime Minister Ehud Barak’s government has said contacts 
were under way to seek the release of the four, whose fate and 
whereabouts have not been disclosed by Hezbollah.

The guerrilla group and Lebanese government officials say that 
only guerrilla chief Sheik Hassan Nasrallah can speak on the issue. 
Hezbollah refuses to release any information about the condition of 
the soldiers, saying Israel must make A gesture in return for 
information about its men. 

The three were captured Oct. 7 in a Hezbollah bomb and gun ambush 
in the disputed Chebaa Farms area, where the borders of Lebanon, 

Syria and Israel meet. Israeli officials have said then that the 
soldiers were apparently wounded in the ambush. A week later, 
Hezbollah said an Israeli businessman in Europe, an army reserve 
colonel who the guerrillas say works for Israeli intelligence, was 
lured to Beirut and captured. 

Al-Mustaqbal, in a front-page report Wednesday, said the three 
Israeli soldiers were wounded in the Chebaa ambush and underwent 
surgery. 

‘They are alive despite the difficulty in their health condition 
because of injuries sustained during their capture,’’ the report 
quoted the sources as saying. 

Al—-Mustagqbal said that a German mediator, operating with the 
Knowledge of Lebanese government security agencies, has reached a 
draft agreement under which the exchange will take place in two 
stages.

Lebanese media has been referring to 19 people held in Israeli 
prisons.

JERUSALEM (AP) _ +Israel+ will consider releasing a Lebanese 
guerrilla leader if this helps bring home four kidnapped Israelis, Defence 
Minister Binyamin Ben-Eliezer said in an interview published Friday. 

The guerrilla, Mustafa Dirani, was abducted by Israeli troops in 1994. 
He and Sheik Abdel Karim Obeid, a spiritual leader of the Lebanese 
Hezbollah guerrilla group, who was seized by the Israelis in 1989, were 
Originally held as bargaining chips for the return of the Israeli air force 
navigator Ron Arad. 

Arad was shot down and captured in +Lebanon+ in 1986 but no 
reliable information about his fate has been received for many years. The 
Israeli government intends to offer a dirs. 10 million reward for significant 
information about Arad's condition and where he is being held, Channel 1 
television reported Friday. 

Three of the Israelis, all soldiers, were kidnapped by Hezbollah in 
October, in a cross-border raid. The other, a civilian who is also an officer in 
the reserves, was reportedly lured to +Lebanon+ two weeks later. 

In an interview with the newspaper Yediot Ahronot, Ben-Eliezer implied 
that a fourth Israeli soldier, who has been missing for more than a year, 
may also be in the hands of the Lebanese guerrillas. 

"I will stop at nothing and am willing to pay almost any price to bring 
them home," Ben-Eliezer said. "I am also willing to discuss anything, such 
as returning Dirani, as long I have some grounds for believing that the boys 
are alive." 

The Hezbollah leader, Sheik Hassan Nasrallah, has said he will insist 
that +Israel+ release Palestinian prisoners as well as Dirani, Obeid and any 
other Lebanese being held in +Israel-+. 

Germany and other European countries have tried to mediate an 
exchange of prisoners between +Israel+ and Hezbollah, but the negotiations 
never really got started. Israeli officials have said Hezbollah never provided 
proof that the soldiers are alive. Ben-Eliezer said he will insist on solid 
evidence, such as a videotape. 

Turning to +Israel+'s relations with the Palestinians, Ben-Eliezer 
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disclosed that he demanded the evacuation of all the Jewish settlers from 
the West Bank city of Hebron in 1994, after a settler killed 29 Palestinian 
worshippers at the Tomb of the Patriarchs. 

Ben-Eliezer was housing minister in the government of the late Prime 
Minister Yitzhak Rabin when the settler, Baruch Goldstein, mowed down the 
worshippers with an automatic rifle, before being beaten to death by 
Survivors. 

About 450 settlers live in Hebron, a town of 130,000 Palestinians. 
Relations between the two communities are tense and large numbers of 
Israeli soldiers and police are stationed permanently in the city to protect 
the settlers. 

There have been repeated demands by the Israeli dovish left for 
moving the settlers from Hebron, but the Israeli right-wing supports them 
and refuses to countenance their evacuation. 

Ben-Eliezer told Yediot that after the Goldstein massacre, he proposed 
that they be evacuated to the nearby Jewish settlement of Kiryat Arba. 

"I demanded (at the time) that the entire Jewish settlement be 
evacuated from Hebron," said Ben-Eliezer, who as defense minister has an 
important say in the fate of Jewish settlements in the West Bank and Gaza. 

Prime Minister Ariel Sharon objects to moving the Hebron settlers. 

Hebron has been one of the flash-points of violence during the past six 
months of fighting between +Israel+ and the Palestinians. In the past two 
weeks, settlers burned Palestinian-owned shops and cars in retaliation for 
the killing of a 10 month-old baby girl by Palestinian gunmen.

BEIRUT, Lebanon (AP) — German security officials positively 
identified the skeletons of two Israeli soldiers killed in 
Lebanon and agreement was reached on a list of Hezbollah 
prisoners to be exchanged for the remains, government sources 
reported. 

They said German mediator Bernd Schmidbauver was due to travel 
from Damascus, capital of neighboring Syria, to Beirut on Friday 
to set the operation in motion in cooperation with Lebanon’s 
Interior Minister, Michel Murr. 

The sources, speaking on condition of anonymity, said a 
German forensic expert and a coroner made the identification 
after the remains of privates Rahamim Alsheikh and American-born 
Yosef Fink were exhumed from a secret burial site some distance 
from Beirut. 

The Germans were part of a six-man team of security officials 
that flew to Beirut Wednesday with Israeli army dental charts 
and other records on the two missing soldiers. 

Schmidbauver, Chancellor Helmut Kohl’s intelligence adviser, 
was notified by telephone of the positive identification that 
set the stage for the much-delayed exchange, the sources added. 

They said Schmidbauer reported that he had obtained the 
agreement of Israel and the Iranian-backed Hezbollah, or Party 
of God, on the number and names of Shiite Muslim prisoners to be 
released for the remains of Alsheikh and Fink. But no specifics 
were divulged. 

The prisoners are to be handed to Swiss delegates of the 
International Committee of the Red Cross at crossings between 
the Israel-occupied zone and U.N.-policed areas of south 
Lebanon, the sources said. 

Several coffins containing the remains of guerrillas killed 
in south Lebanon over the past 10 years have been transported 
from a cemetery in the Upper Galilee panhandle in northern 
lsrael to the Hamra crossing on the enclave’s western edge for 
the swap, the sources added. 

Schmidbauer has been in Damascus negotiating final details of 
the exchange with Hezbollah representatives as well as Lebanese 
and Syrian officials. 

As the main power-broker in Lebanon with considerable 
influence on the Shiite Hezbollah, Syria’s support has been 
crucial for Schmidbauver’s mission. 

Syria has some 40,000 troops deployed on Lebanese soil, 
ostensibly as peacekeepers preventing the 1975-90 civil war 
flaring again. 

Hezbollah, which is fighting to drive Israel out of the 
occupied strip in south Lebanon, captured Alsheikh and Fink in 
an ambush in 1986. They died in captivity. 

Their swap for the remains of slain guerrillas and Shiite 
prisoners was originally set for noon (0900 GMT) Wednesday. It 
was later rescheduled for Thursday because of disagreement 
between Israel and Hezbollah over the number of Lebanese 
prisoners to be freed. 

Hezbollah says it wants Israel to hand back the remains of 
some 100 fighters killed in fighting in south Lebanon over the 
last decade in addition to the 200 prisoners, most of whom are 
held in the village of Khiam in the Israeli-occupied enclave. 

A key hurdle that had delayed the swap was Israel’s 
insistence that Hezbollah provide firm word on the fate of 
another missing Israeli, air force navigator Capt. Ron Arad, in 
exchange for the release of two Shiite leaders abducted by 
Israeli commandos in recent years. 

The Lebanese sources said Arad and the two leaders, Sheik 
Abdul-Karim Obeid and Mustafa Dirani, have been excluded from 
the deal to prevent further delays. 

Arad’s F-4 Phantom was shot down over south Lebanon on Oct. 
17, 1986. Israel contends he is held by Iran, Hezbollah’s 
patron.

Foreign Minister Faris Bweiz said in a newspaper interview 
published Friday that he expected implementation of the

He was traveling from Damascus, the capital of Syria, 
Lebanon’s main power broker and a close ally of the 
lranian-backed Hezbollah. 

Schmidbauer, Chancellor Helmut Kohl’s top intelligence 
adviser, spent the last week in Damascus putting the final 
touches on the agreement which he had negotiated in three months 
of secret missions that involved Hezbollah, Israel, Lebanon and 
Syria. 

In a development apparently unrelated to the swap agreement, 
but could help improve the atmosphere, Israel released Thursday 
a Lebanese newsman it had held for more than a month of 
suspicion of links to Hezbollah, security sources said.

BEIRUT, Lebanon (AP) — Lebanon’s interior minister said 
Friday an oft-delayed German-mediated bodies-and-prisoner 
exchange between Hezbollah and Israel is expected to take place 
on Sunday. 

‘*‘The mediation efforts are taking place ina positive 
atmosphere. The results will emerge within 48 hours and the 
mission is expected to be crowned with success, ’’ Michel Murr 
told reporters after meeting with Bernd Schmidbauer, Chancellor 
Helmur Kohl’s intelligence adviser. 

Schmidbauer later set Sunday as the deadiine for the 
iranian-backed Hezbollah, or Party of God, to hand over the 
remains of two Israeli soldiers for the remains of Shiite Muslim 
prisoners held by Israel along with the remains of guerrillas 
killed in clashes, government sources said. They spoke on 
condition of anonymity. 

Schmidbaver, who has negotiated the exchange over three 
months of secret talks, arrived from Damascus for the 45-minute 
meeting with Murr. 

He later left aboard a German government jet for the Syrian 
capital accompanied by two aides and a six-man German security 
team. 

Murr said the prisoner exchange will take place under 
Lebanese government supervision. 

Government sources said Schmidbauer was scheduled to land at 
Beirut Airport at 8&8 a.m. (0500 GMT) on Sunday to take custody of 
the remains of the two Israelis at 10 a.m. (0700 GMT) and then 
fiy to Israel. 

Simultaneously, Israel will free more than 100 Shiite 
prisoners through gateways on the boundary of the border enclave 
it occupies in south Lebanon. 

Remains of several Hezbollah guerrillas killed in attacks in 
the enclave, which Israel calis a ‘*security zone,’’ will be 
repatriated the same way. They have been readied in coffins at 
the Israeli border town of Rosh Haniaqra. 

The sources did not disclose the exact number of prisoners to 
be freed or remains to be handed over.

BEIRUT, Lebanon (AP) _— A German mediator and Hezbollah’s 
leader said Saturday they have reached a final agreement for 
Swapping the bodies of two Israeli soldiers for scores of Shiite

Bernd Schmidbauver, Chancellor Helmut Kohl’s intelligence 
adviser, announced in Damascus, the Syrian capital, that the 
exchange will take place Sunday. 

In Lebanon, Hezbollah’s leader, Sheik Hassan Nasrallah, said 
the Iranian-backed fundamentalist group has endorsed the 
German-brokered deal. 

Nasrallah made the announcement on Hezbollah’s Al-Manar 
Television and Al-Noor radio shortly after returning from 
Damascus. 

‘“*We will execute this agreement tomorrow, Sunday,’’ he said, 
noting that the International Committee of the Red Cross will 
Supervise the exchange. 

Nasrallah hailed the deal as ‘‘an advanced step on the road 
to resolving the issue’’ of Lebanese held by Israel. 

‘*The agreement provides for the handover of all the bodies 
and remains of (Shiite) prisoners. It also provides for the 
release of a specific number of prisoners from Khiam jail,’’ he 
Said. 

Nasrallah noted that priority will be given to women and 
wounded and sick men held at the detention camp in Israel’s 
self-proclaimed ‘‘security zone’’ in the south. 

He said the German mediation was supported by Iran and Syria. 

Iran is Hezbollah’s mentor and bankroller. Syria, the main 
power in Lebanon with 40,000 troops deployed, is an ally of 
lran. 

Nasrallah and Schmidbauer declined to say how many prisoners 
and guerrilla remains would sent back. But Lebanese Foreign 
Minister Faris Bweiz said this week that 135 Lebanese will be 
freed. 

Hezbollah has mentioned 100 guerrillas killed in fighting 
with Israeli troops in south Lebanon over the past 10 years. 

The Sunday deadline was set by Schmidbauer after a meeting in 
Beirut Friday with Interior Minister Michel Murr. 

Unresolved disputes over the numbers and names of those to be 
repatriated by Israel had threatened to delay the exchange, 
already postponed four times this week. 

At a news conference in Damascus, Schmidbauer described the 
three months of secret negotiations that led to the deal as

He said his ‘‘full agreement’’ with Hezbollah was ‘‘very good 
and a very important step on the road to further negotiations in 
this direction. ’’ 

His remarks indicated he planned to pursue efforts to 
determine the fate of four more missing Israeli soldiers. 

schmidbaver thanked Syria and Iran for helping make his 
mission a success. 

Eiforts to arrange the swap picked up pace this week, when a 
six-man German team identified the remains of Israeli soldiers 
Rahamim Alsheikh and American-born Yosef Fink. The men had been 
seized by Hezbollah guerrillas in 1986 and died in captivity.

Schmidbauer boarded the two-engine, German air force plane 
with two steel coffins containing the exhumed remains of Israeli 
soldiers Rahamim Alsheikh and American-born Yosef Fink. 

The two were captured in an ambush by the Iranian-backed 
Hezbollah guerrillas in the Israeli-held south Lebanon enclave 
in 1986 and later died in captivity. 

The german air force plane took off at 9:30 a.m. (0630 GMT) 
for Larnaca, Cyprus, en route for an air force base in central 
israel.

Hezbollah prisoners and at least 141 guerrilla bodies from an 
Israeli-occupied south Lebanon border enclave. 

But as the convoy and an estimated 300 relatives waited for 
the freed prisoners at the enclave’s Kfar Tibnit crossing, two 
blasts were heard in the distance from the direction of the 
Crusaders-built Beaufort Castle, reporters on the scene said. 

They quoted anonymous security sources as saying Israeli 
troops had discovered and harmlessly detonated two roadside 
bombs near the hilltop fortress overlooking the Kfar Tibnit 
gateway. 

Hezbollah guerrillas often use roadside bombs to ambush 
Israeli patrols and those of their allied South Lebanon Army 
militia, but the sources were quoted as saying the explosive 
charges were probably planted before the swap deal was 
concluded. 

It is Israel’s largest prisoners swap with the Iranian-backed 
Hezbollah since the Jewish state’s invasion of Lebanon in 1982, 
when the Shiite Muslim guerrilla group was formed. 

it could give impetus to a possible agreement between Lebanon 
and israel’s Likud-led government, which has expressed interest 
in a limited deal to stop hostilities in south Lebanon, the last 
active Arab-Israeli warfront. 

The previous government of prime minister Shimon Peres had 
insisted that any deal on Lebanon would have to be part of a 
larger package with Syria, the de facto power broker in Lebanon. 

But Israel’s new Prime Minister Benjamin Netanyahu, while 
ruling out a return of the Golan Heights in exchange for peace 
with Syria, has indicated he would consider a partial deal under 
which Israel would leave the south Lebanon enclave it has held 
Since 1985. 

Alsheikh and Fink’s remains were delivered in two steel 
coffins to ICRC delegates at Hezbollah’s command headquarters in 
south Beirut’s Haret Hreik district at 9 a.m. ‘(0600 GMT). 

The coffins were then driven to Beirut airport in an ICRC 
white ambulance and loaded into underpressure containers on the 





‘*This successful end of this episode was brokered in tedious 
negotiations with the various groups concerned,’’ Schmidbauver 
told reporters before boarding the two-engine, Transall C-160 
aircraft with the coffins. 

‘“*With the take off of this plane, the swap operation is 
under way,’’ Schmidbauer said through an Arabic-language 
interpreter. 

The plane made a stop in Larnaca, Cyprus, because there are 
no direct civil aviation corridors between Lebanon and Israel. 

In return, Lebanese government sources said the command of 
the Israeli-allied South Lebanon Army militia will free a first 
batch of 22 Hezbollah prisoners from the Khiam prison in the 
occupied enclave. They will include three women. 

Once they arrive at the Kfar Tibnit crossing, the ICRC 
delegates would return 17 SLA prisoners released by Hezbollah, 
or Party of God. The SLA command will then release 23 other 
Shiite Muslim prisoners from Khiam. 

Hezbollah has been fighting to dislodge Israeli forces from 
the south Lebanon border enclave carved by the Jewish state in 
1985 to shield its northern towns from cross-border guerrilla 
attacks. 

Schmidbauer and Hezbollah’s leader Sheik Hassan Nasrallah 
have declared that Iran and Syria approved the swap. 

Iran is Hezbollah’s mentor and bankroller. Syria, Iran’s main 
Arab ally, is Lebanon’s undisputed master with 40,000 Syrian 
troops stationed on Lebanese territory as peacekeepers to 
prevent the rekindling of the 1975-1990 civil war. 

Excluded from the swap were Israeli-held Sheikh Abdul-Karim 
Obeid and Mustafa Dirani both senior Shiite officials abducted 
by Israeli commandos in 1989 and 1994 respectively. 

Both were apparently abducted in connection with Israeli 
efforts to determine the fate of missing servicemen.

BEIRUT, Lebanon (AP) _ The leader of Hezbollah on 
Monday pledged to help search for an Israeli serviceman 
still missing in Lebanon after the successful swap of the 
bodies of two other Israeli soldiers for Lebanese 
prisoners and guerrilla remains. 

Despite the positive political climate spurred by the 
biggest prisoner swap between Hezbollah and Israel in 14 
years, Sheik Hassan Nasrallah said his group would not 
abandon a guerrilla war against Israeli troops occupying a 
border enclave in south Lebanon. 

**What happened yesterday has nothing to do with 
our resistance operations,’’ Nasrallah said. ‘*‘We will 
continue our struggle until the enemy is out of Lebanon. ’’ 

He spoke at a news conference in Beirut, hours after Israel 
freed a second batch of 23 prisoners, completing the 
oft-delayed, German-mediated swap of bodies and prisoners. 

Israel released the first group of 22 prisoners on 
Sunday after Hezbollah turned over the bodies of privates 
Rahamim Alsheikh and American-born Yosef Fink to German 
mediator Bernd Schmidbauer. 

Schmidbauver, Chancellor Helmut Kohl’s top intelligence 
adviser, escorted the bodies to Israel aboard a German air 
force transport plane. Hezbollah also released 17 members 
of Israel’s proxy militia, the South Lebanon Army. 

Nasrallah said the two Israelis were wounded when they 
were abducted by Hezbollah guerrillas in an ambush in 
south Lebanon Feb. 17, 1986. 

**I want to reveal for the first time that the two 
Israeli soldiers had died of grave wounds a few hours 
after their capture,’’ Hezbollah said. 

In exchange for the dead soldiers, Israel sent home 
123 guerrilla remains. They came in coffins carried by 17 
trucks. As they rolled through the gateway at Kfar Tibnit, 
they sent a powerful stench through the village of 3,900 
Shiite Muslims. 

But the foul smell did not stop dozens of frenzied 
relatives from leaping onto the trucks to find the bodies 
ef their loved ones. Some of the caskets carried names but 
others bore only numbers, making verification difficult. 

The coffins later were brought to a Beirut suburb, 
where they were laid in a mosque in preparation for a mass 
burial Tuesday according to Shiite rites. 


By all accounts, the swap was successful. The only 
major hitch was the SLA’s refusal to hand back the remains 
of 18 guerrillas in its custody after its own men freed by 
Hezbollah refused to return to Israeli-occupied territory. 

Nasrallah said the release of about 790 more Lebanese 
prisoners was linked to the fate of Ron Arad, an Israeli 
air force captain missing since his plane was shot down 
over Lebanon on Oct. 17, 1986. 

Israel believes he may still be alive and held by 
Iran, Hezbollah’s patron. Iran denies that. 

Nasrallah said his group had long since lost track of 
Arad, but that he has promised Schimdbauer ‘‘to help find 
out his whereabouts. ’’ 

‘*The last we heard was that in the early days of his 
captivity the guards of the room he was held in had to 
briefly leave for a regrettable incident. 

‘*When they returned they found the door broken and no 
trace of Ron Arad,’’ he said. 

Nasrallah said he had assured Schmidbauer Arad ‘‘was very 
much alive during his stay with his original captors. After 
that, we last track of him.’’ 

Nasrallah paid tribute to Schmidbauver’s negotiating 
skilis and expressed hope that he would continue his 
efforts until all the Lebanese prisoners have been freed. 

Many of those freed Sunday and Monday pledged to 
rejoin guerrilla ranks and to fight against Israel. 

**We’ll fight against Israel once, twice and three 
times until its occupation of south Lebanon is 
eliminated, ’’ Ali Saad, 30, told The Associated Press 
after his release. 

Saad, a native of the town of Bint Jbeil inside the 
security zone, said he has spent 11 years in detention. 

Most of the others had been held for nine or 10 years. 

*‘*I am ready to fight against Israel again if I am 
called up for Jihad (holy war),’’ said Saad Haidora, a 
32-year-old Hezbollah fighter from the village of Meis 
al-Jabal, which also is inside the occupied buffer.

Tormoss told reporters he would stay in Beirut for the immediate 
future. Habib and his wife, mother and sister headed to his hometown 
of Jezzine in southern Lebanon. The militia withdrew from the town 
in June. | 

Hezbollah’=ss pelitbure chief, Mohammed Raad, told reporters the 
two men would “return to their families and nation to continue 
normal lives.?’ 

He said the release would facilitate negotiations more exchanges 
of prisoners. He said Hezbollah still holds SLA members, but did net 
give a figure. The Iranian-backed group is known to hold at least 
two more militiamen. 

Hezbollah is leading a guerrilla war to evict the Israelis and 
their militia from a zone in south Lebanon that Israel set up in 
i985 as a buffer against cross-border attack.

JERUSALEM (AP) — An Israeli court ordered the Israeli government 
on Sunday to release 19 Lebanese held for years as bargaining chips 
in the hope of securing the return of missing Israeli servicemen. 

The ruling, by the Tel Aviv District court, duplicated its own 
June 1998 ruling, which the state appealed to the Supreme Court _ an 
appeal that has yet to be heard. The state is entitied to a month ta 
appeal Sunday’s ruling to the Supreme Court, and the Lebanese will 
remain in detention for that period. 

The ruling rejected a request from the government to extend the 
prisoners’ detention for a further six months. According to Israel’s 
state of emergency laws, the state must renew detention requests 
every six months. 

The decision to reject the extension was surprising because the 
earlier decision has yet to be heard by the Supreme Court. It was a 
Signal that the district court judge, Ori Goren, was impatient with 
the Supreme Court’s slowness, and prodding the higher court toa 
consider the case. 

The prisoners’ Israeli lawyer, Zvi Rish, sharply criticized the 
Supreme Court for the delay. ‘‘If this is nat a violation of the 
basic law on human dignity and freedom, I don’t know what is,’’ he 
told The Associated Press. 

The Lebanese civilians were arrested by Israeli forces in south 
Lebanon and have been held without trial for periods of 10-14 years. 

The district court did agree to extend the detention of two other 
Lebanese, but for two months only. Both are prominent members of the 
Hezbollah guerrilla group which is fighting to oust Israeli forces 
from the area of south Lebanon which they occupy to protect Israel’s 
northern border. 

Sheik Abdel Karim Obeid was abducted by Israeli commandoes i11 
years aga, and Mustafa Dirani was seized six years ago. 

A justice ministry official has admitted in court that all 21 
Lebanese are being held as bargaining chips to secure the release of 
Israeli servicemen who went missing in action in Lebanon. 

Media reports have said that some of the men were teenagers at 
the time of their arrest, and are not even connected to the 
Hezbollah. One man was receiving a wedding blessing from Dirani when 
both were seized by Israeli troops. 

Three Israeli soldiers went missing during the 1982 Israeli 
invasion of Lebanon and the air force navigator Ron Arad has heen 
missing since 1986 when his F-4 Phantom crashed in Lebanon and he 
was taken prisoner. 

None of the missing servicemen is thought to be held by Hezbollah 
itself. 

The state has not yet decided whether to appeal against Sunday’s 
ruling. The Justice Ministry spokesman said the state is still 
studying the decision. 

Israel’s liberal justice minister, Yossi Beilin, has introduced a 
bill to repeal the emergency laws. Should it pass, Israel would have 
no provision to hold the Lebanese.

RASHAYA, Lebanon (AP)  £9A senior Hezbollah official said Saturday 
that his guerrilla group and Israel were close to carrying out an 
exchange of Lebanese prisoners for the remains of Israeli soldiers 
Killed in southern Lebanon. 

“*We have been told by a representative of the International 
Committee of the Red Cross that our conditions for the release of 
prisoners and bodies (tof guerrillas) have been accepted (by 
Israel),’’ Sheik Naim Kassem, deputy leader of the Iranian-backed 
Hezbollah, said. 

But in Jerusalem, Israeli government spokesman David Bar-Illan 
said he was not aware of any such exchange. 

Israeli security sources said Israel had submitted a detailed 
proposal for the return of a soldier’s body parts to the Lebanese 
novernment and were awaiting an answer. 

Kassem said there were still some details to be worked out before 
a prisoner swap deal could be finalized. 

“*We are waiting for the Israelis’ response to our latest 
proposal pertaining to the number (of prisoners to be released by 
Israel) and some specifications,’’ Kassem told a Hezbollah rally in 
the town of Ein el-Tineh near this southeast Lebanese city. 

He did not elaborate on the details, nor did he give a time-frame 
for the exchange. 

But on Dec. 15, Hezbollah spokesman Nayef Koraim told The 
Associated Press that a prisoner swap deal could be reached by the 
end of the year if Israel agrees to free more detainees that it has 
offered. 

The Hezbollah legislator Mohammed Fneish has said that Israel 
offered to release 2O Lebanese prisoners as well as the remains of 
Querrillas for the body parts of Israeli soldiers killed ina 
botched commando raid in southern Lebanon on Sept. 5S. 

The negotiations for an exchange have been undertaken by the 
Geneva-headquartered International Committee of the Red Cross, whose 
delegates have been relaying messages between the Lebanese and 
Israeli governments.

Israel, which is known to hold about 200 Lebanese detainees, 
seeks the remains of one of its soldiers killed in a commando raid 
in southern Lebanon on Sept. 5S.

SIDON, Lebanon (AP) — The Israeli-backed South Lebanon Army 
militia on Monday exchanged three Hezbollah prisoners for a 
militiaaman held by the guerrilla group. 

The exchange, which took place at the Bater-Jezzine mountain 
crossing east of Sidon, was supervised by the International 
Committee of the Red Cross. 

A Red Cross vehicle picked up the Hezbollah prisoners _ 
Jaafar Ali Hreish, Naameh Yussef Bazi and Mohammed Ali Hazimeh _ 
from the Khiam detention center in the Israeli-occupied border 
enclave in the South and took them to the crossing. They were 
met at the crossing by Hezbollah representatives. 

Another Red Cross vehicle transported George Khoury to the 
crossing to be handed over to the South Lebanon Army militia. 

The Bater~Jezzine mountain crossing is one of several linking 
government~-controlled regions in the North with Israel’s 
self-styled “‘security zone’’® in the South. 

The zone, set up in 1985, is patrolled by Israel and its 
militia allies. 

The three freed Hezbollah fighters later met with Hezbollah’s 
deputy secretary-general, Sheik Naim Kassem. The Iranian~backed 
Hezbollah, or Party of God, has been leading the fight to drive 
Israel out of Lebanon. 

Kassem said all three men had been detained since 1985. He 
pledged to increase efforts to get all Arab prisoners freed from 
Israeli jails. 

More than 1@2@ prisoners are believed held at the Khiam 
detention center in the Israeli-controlled zone. 

In July, Israel freed 45 Hezbollah prisoners and returned the 
bodies of 123 guerrillas in exchange for the remains of two 
Israeli soldiers killed in Lebanon 1@ years ago and for the 
release of 17 captured allied militiamen.
